GENERAL MOTORS ANNOUNCES 
DROP IN COST-OF-LIVING PAY 


Cut Amounts te One Cent an 
Hour for Approximately 397,000 
Hourly Rated Workers. 


DETROIT, April 7 (AP)—Gen- 
eral Motors today announced a 
cut of one cent per hour in its 
cost of living allowance to ap- 
prixactely 397,000 hourly rated 
employes. The downward revision 
resulted from a decrease in the 
nation’s cost of living index. 

The cut will be effective with 
the pay period beginning Mon- 
day. Hourly workers who have 
been receiving 25 cents an hour 
in cost-of-living allowances will 
rective a penny less until June 
1, the next review date under 
the corporration’s contract with 
the CIO United Auto Workers.

Several of the doctors are Jew- 
ish, In the Government’s original 
announcement of their arrest last 
January, they were assused of 
working with Zionist organiza- 
tions to do the bidding of Amer- 
ican and British intelligence. 

Pravda stressed today that any 
preaching of race hatred in the 
Soviet Union is punishable by 
law. It declared: 

“The socialist state stands on 
guard of the interest of all people 
of the Soviet Union. The consti- 
tution of the U.S.S.R. guards the 
equality of all citizens independ- 
ent of their nationality and race 
in all fields of economics, gov- 
ernment, cultural and social-po- 
litical life. 

“Any kind of direct limitation 
on the rights, or on the other 
hand, establishment of direct or 
indirect preferences of citizens 
independent of their racial or na- 
tional affiliation as also any 
preaching of racial or national ex- 
clusiveness or hate and contempt 
—are punished by law.” 

The ouster of Ignatiev followed 
a denunciation of him yesterday 
by Pravda. The newspaper ac- 
cused him of “political blindness 
and gullibility,” saying that he 
had been taken in by a deputy 
minister named Ryumin. 

Pravda also reported that Ryu- 
min, “who led directly to the in- 
vestigation” of the doctors’ case, 
had been arrested and labeled an 
enemy of the people.

“The excess profits tax is a 
tax on growth, on efficiency, on 
initiative, on risk-taking, on new 
enterprise and small business. It 
does not, and could not, do what 
its proponents claimed for it~ 
identify and tax those particular 
profits due to the defense pro- 
gram. 

“The excess profits tax encour- 
ages debt financing and discour- 
ages equity financing. It encour- 
ages wasteful and inflationary 
business policies. It discriminates 
without reason or equity among 
shareholders in different corpora 
tions( and between shareholders 
and other income recipients. It is 
both difficult to comply with and 
to administer. The evils of the 
tax mount as time passes.” 

View on Defense Spending. 


Noting that 60 per cent of the 
total budgeted expenditures for 
fiscal 1954 are for programs op- 
erated by the Defense Depart- 
ment, the committee said most of 
the necessary reductions can come 
from this quarter. Better efficien- 
cy, better decisions about the 
character of our armed forces and 
better teamwork among the three 
services is needed, it was said, 


The 1954 defense budget is 
$45,500,000,000. Secretary of De- 
fense Charles E. Wilson has said 
he would try to reduce this to 
$41,200,000,000 in the course of 
a departmental review now going 
on throughout the Government. 
Wilson’s figure might not include 
expenses for the Korean war; 
there have been estimates that 
might require five billions more. 

Outside the Defense Depart- 
ment, the committee said, there 
are other opportunities for reduc- 
tions in expenditures. It was 
pointed out the Post Office de- 
partment is running a deficit of 
about $650,000,000 a year, now 
covered by taxation. This could be 
reduced..by greater efficiency or 
by higher postal rates. Deficits 
in the Federal National Mortgage 
Association could be reduced by 
an increase in the interest rates 
on these mortgages. 

“Sufficient expenditure reduc- 
tion to permit the scheduled tax 
reductions wthout a deficit is an 
essential goal,” the report stated. 
“We believe it is also an attain- 
able goal, on two conditions, first 
that it does not prove necessary 
to increase national security ex- 
penditures and a. a the 
problem is tackled with maxi- 
mum vigor.

Steed said that a.memorial as- 
sociation has been organized to 
raise about $100,000 for a me- 
morial building there. 

“Jim Thorpe was the greatest 
athlete of the centute.”” Bt Steed 
said, “and any display in the pro- 
posed memorial building would 
be incomplete; without al} the 
medals he won. 

“For the sake of posterity an 
effort should be made to per 
suade the A.A.U. to restore the

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JUSTICES DISPUTE 
PSYCHOANALYZING 


Court Has to sto Study Intent 
of Law, but That Isn’ t 
Psychoanalysis, Vinson 
Insists. 


WASHINGTON, April 7 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court sometimes 
has to try to figure out what mem- 
bers of Congress had in mind in 
passing a law, but this doesn't 
amount to psychoanalyzing the 
lawmakers, Chief Justice Vinson 
said yesterday. 

The matter came up when the 
court was asked to decide wheth- 
er the Federal Power Commission 
or the California Public Utilities 
Commission has authority over 
certain sales of electrical power 
by a California utility. 


that ‘the federal agency had some 
regulatory power in the case at 
issue, but that the full scope of 
its authority could not be de- 
termined on the basis of the rec- 
ord to date. 

Justice Reed wrote the court's; 
majority opinion. Justice Jackson 
wrote a separate opinion in which 
he said he went along with the 
finding, but felt his colleagues 
should have arrived at their de- 
cision by analysis of the law, “in- 

analysis 


said: 

“When we pee from legisla- 
tive history, including statements 
of witnesses at hearings, what 
Congress probably had in mind, 
we must put ourselves in the place 
of a majority of Congressmen and 
act according to the impression 
we think this history should have 
made on them. Never having 
been a Congressman, I am handi- 
capped in that weird endeavor. 
That process seems to me not in- 
terpretation of a statute, but cre- 
ation of a statute.” 

Jackson then commented: “If 
Congress does not like our legisla- 
tion, it can repeal it—as it has 
done a number of times in the 
past. I, therefore, concur in the 
interpretation approved by the 
members of the court who have | 
had legislative experience.” 

Vinson is one of four members 
of the court with lawmaking ex- 
perience. The others are Justices 
Black, Burton and Minton. Vin- 
son was the only one of them who 
spoke up. 

The Chief Justice issued an- 
other concurring opinion to say 
that members of Congress—even 


all of the arguments that lead up 
to approval of legislation can. be 
helpful in guiding the court. He. 
insisted this study is not an at- 
tempt to psychoanalyze the law- 
makers,

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Taft Warns Republicans Must 
Make Good on Campaign Pledges 
Or Risk Losing 19M Elections 


Lists Major Issues as Waste, Corruption, 


Taxes, ‘Unnecessary War,’ 


Unbalanced 


Farm Prices—Voting on een 
‘Crucial’ for Eisenhower.

WASHINGTON, April 7. 


ENATOR ROBERT A. TAFT told his fellow Republicans today 
what every other veteran politician knows—that the G.O.P. will 
have to fulfill its promises of last autumn’s campaign or risk 


falling by the wayside in the congressional elections next year. 


Writing at length in this week’s 


issue of Look magazine, the 


veteran Republican leader selects as the major promises on which 
the Republicans will have to make good those dealing with waste 
and corruption, excessive spending, taxation, “unnecessary war” 


and unbalanced farm prices. 


The Republicans should take 
heed, too, of the dangers to the 


. Eisenhower Administration in the 


possibility of losing even a little 
ground in the 1954 congressional 
voting, Taft notes. He points out 
that Eisenhower defeated Adlai 
E. Stevenson for President by a 
whopping majority of 33,000,000 
to 27,000,000 and that the G.O.P. 
also gained control of the Senate 
and the House of Representatives. 
The Republicans control the Sen- 
ate by only the vote of the Vice 
President, however, and have a 
thin majority of seven in the 
House. 
Challenge for 1954. 

Taft believes that, if the voters 
act the way he thinks they cought 
to, the Republicans will show sub- 
stantial gains in the congression- 
al voting. But he adds: 

“The first thing to remember 
about 1954 is that it is a congres- 
sional election only. Yet the ef- 
fect on the fortunes of the Eisen- 
hower Administration will be 
crucial. An administration which 
loses the control of Congress at 
the mid-term election faces seri- 
ous political handicaps during the 
next session of Congress and as 
a rule has met defeat the next 


election. 

“It should be the earnest ef- 
fort of all men and women who 
interested themselves in the elec- 
tion of Gen. Eisenhower and the 
defeat of Mr. Truman, to see that 
a Republican Congress is elected 
in 1954 


“Certainly Gen. Eisenhower is 


entitled to the full four years of |. 


his term to work out the program 
he has outlined to the people.” 
Three Considerations. 

Taft says there are three con- 
siderations which will affect tne 
1954 election—the record of the 
Republican Administration, both 
as 
against the record of the Tru- 
man Administration; effective 
publicity to make this record 
known, and detailed political or- 
ganization to bring to the polis 
every vote favorable to the Re- 
publicans. 

One of the most important fac- 
tors in a Republican success, Taft 
says, will be the impressiom the 
G.O.P, leadership makes on the 
people through “their actions, 
their eharacter, their effective- 
ness and their sincerity.” 

Apparently having written the 
Look article before the mess in- 
volvitig Republican Nationa] Com- 
mittee Chairman C. Wesley Rob- 
erts got into print, Taft makes no 
appraisal of the impression that 
deposed leader has made on the 
voters. 

Taft says that the new Admin- 
istration has appointed to govern- 
ment positions men with limited 
experience in government but 
with a great deal of know-how in 
business and that these people are 
shecked at the conditions they 
have found in governmental de- 
partments. 

‘Excessive Personne]l.’ 

This shock results from the 

enormous spending and the “ex- 
cessive personnel” gracing govern- 
ment operations. In 1953, he 
says. the Government had 2, 
000 employes, plus another 3,500,- 
090 in the armed services, spend- 
ing at the rate of 75 billon dollars 
a year. 

The business men of the new 

Administration have set about to 
put government operations on a 
business basis. But, it appears 
from the Taft article, the Truman 
regime left some obstacles in the 
way. 
For one thing, Truman’s crowd 
left the Government committed 
to expenditures amounting to 80 
b dollars, which the Repub- 
licang. cannot change. Further- 
more; under civil service laws and 
regulations Truman left the 
G.O.P. Administration saddled 
with a lot of Democrats whom 
the Republicans would like to get 
along without, but can’t—yet. 

Taft says. that Truman ex- 
tended civil service status to 


many policy-making jobs and, he 
complains, he knows of two Cab- 
inet officers who had only. one 
place each to which they could 
appoint a personal supporter, 

“It is impossible to administer 
an office where the loyalty of 
many assistants and other em- 
ployes is to the New Deal philos- 

ophy of a past administration,” 
Taft continues. 

But, the Senator adds, this con- 
dition probably will change. 

Tax-Cut Agitation, 

The Republican majority leader 
notes that there has been a great 
deal of agitation for tax reduction 
which, though he does not say 80, 
had its inception in Repubiican 
campaign speeches last fall. 

“I see nothing in the Republi- 
can platform which ever promised 
tax reduction for the fiscal year 
of 1954,” Taft writes, “but I do 
feel strongly that a general ré- 
duction of expenses and taxes for 
fiscal 1955 is a promise which it 
would be dangerous and improper 
to disregard withcut the proper 
showing of some extraordinary 
emergency.” 

To attain this reduction, Taft 
continues, the G.O.P. will have to 
go over the previous administra- 
tion’s military and foreign aid 
program. 

The G.O.P. Administration in- 
herited an economy unbalanced 
by the Truman Administration, 
Taft argues, but the Republicans 
are restoring a free economy. He 
points out in this connection that 
President Eisenhower had the 
‘courage” to wipe out wage and 
price controls and that materials 
allocations will go except where 
there is a substantial shortage. 

There is certain to be some 
readjustment in the economy, Taft 
continues, but there need be no 
recession. 

“People realize, generally,” Taft 
writes, “that part of the present 
prosperity is built on the Korean 
war, its sacrifice of blood and the 
tremendous expenditure for arma- 
ment. They know that. stich a 
false expansion cannot continue 
indefinitely. But as those expend- 
itures are reduced the Repub- 
licans must see that a reduction 


‘Stimulating,’ 


in taxes increases the consumers’ 
purchasing power to maintain 
prosperity.” 

Farm Prices Still Falling. 

The Republicans have not yet 
checked the decrease in farm 
prices which, he recalls, began in 
1951 under the Truman Adminis- 
tration, but he says he feels the 
halting of inflation in other fields 
will bring about a fair balance 
ee farmers and consumers 

e. 

Repeating the charges that the 
Republicans inherited a Korean 
war and a cold war with Russia 
which had its beginnings in the 
oe agreements, Taft says flat- 
y: 

“There is no satisfactory solu- 
tion to the Korean war and no 
possible blame can be attached 
to failure to bring it to an end.” 

“Whatever the excellence of 
the Republican policy, it will not 
have a substantial effect on the 
election unless adequate pub- 
licity is given to the policy deci- 
sions themselves, to the efficient 
conduct of government and to 
the purposes and intentions of | 
the Eisenhower Administration,” 
Taft .warns. 

He feels that the Republican 
National Committee has never 
done a good job of publicity in 
his day and that this situation | 
must be changed so that the peo- | 
ple will be properly informed 
when the G.O.P. does things 
beneficial to them. 

He charges also that the “ma- 
jority of Washington correspond- 
ents are anti-Republican,” are 
inclined to view the Eisenhower 
Administration critically and" 
exaggerate squabbles whicl?

President Eisenhower, acting on advice from 

Secretary Dulles, has soundly declared himself 
against the so-called Bricker resolution. In doing 
so the President has taken his stand opposed to 
one of the slickest pieces of pressure work ever 
seen in Congress. 

The Bricker resolution proposes an amend- 
ment te the Constitution to make the House of 
Representatives a party to the treaty ratification 
process and otherwise to cut down the authority 
of the President in foreign relations. 

Senator Bricker of Ohio introduced a similar 
resolution in the last Congress. The presumption 
then was that it represented Republican distrust 
of the Truman Administration and a Democratic 
Senate. Re-introduced as Senate Resolution No. 
1 at the outset of the Republican Congress, the 

\ New measure makes it plain that Senator Bricker 
‘and his supporters put no more trust in a G.O.P. 
President and Senate. After hearings in favor of 
the resolution, a Senate Judiciary subcommittee 
is this week taking rebuttal testimony of Secre- 


a . tary Dulles, Attorney General Brownell and Mu- 
. fual Security Administrator Stassen. 


Readers of the Post-Dispatch will recall that 
we have described this proposal as an unwar- 
ranted and dangerous complication of the his- 
toric treatyamaking procedure. The Washington 
Post, in a series of scholarly editorials, goes so 
far as to say the Bricker “assault” has “created 
the most momentous constitutional issue since 
President Roosevelt's attempt to pack the Su- 
preme Court.”

What makes the pressure so slick is the fact 
that Senator Bricker has persuaded 63 other 
Senators to join him in sponsorship of the reso- 
lution.

Our help 
in this effort may win for us even greater stature — 
in Asiatic eyes than that which came with our 
readiness to stand against totalitarian aggression. 
The real victory will be the human one, person- 
alized by thousands of Choi Ok Bongs. 
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A Grand Jury’s Duty 
The Government at last seems ready to crack 
down on labor racketeering in the St. Louis area. 
The Department of Justice has authorized a full- 
scale grand jury inquiry into reported shake- 


downs, kickbacks and other frauds in connection 


with government construction jobs, as well as vi- 
olations of the federal anti-racketeering statutes. 

This is all to the good. But it is a pity that 
this sijuation was not made the subject of grand 
jury investigation much earlier. As far back as 
August 1951, for example, there were fairly con- 
crete signs that labor racketeers in this area 
were up to their necks in an exceedingly ugly 
business. The Post-Dispatch published detailed 
accounts at the time.

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Trouble in the FCC 


Walker warns that the Federal Communications 
Commission may take five years to wade through 
TV applications. It needs more assistants. 

The facts behind urgent appeal have been 
known for some time. The FCC has received 
more than a thousand applications for TV sta- 
tions. In more than half the cases, rival petition- 
ers are seeking the same air channel. The FCC 
must hold hearings in such cases to determine 
which person could best same a station in the 
public interest. 

The FCC's present staff was built largely dur- 
ing the placid years of radio. It is simply not 
large enough to do an important rush job on tele- 
vision in any kind of rush. 

Yet recent interest in the commission has been 
largely political, A few days ago the Senate con- 
firmed the FCC appointment of John C. Doerfer, 
former Wisconsin Public Service Commission 
chairman. The FCC now has three Republicans, 
three Democrats and one member—Edward M. 
Webster—who is considered independent. 

In June, however, the term of Chairman Walk- 
er, a Democrat, will expire. His retirement will 
give President Eisenhower an opportunity to put 
the FCC under Republican control for the first 
time in its 19-year history. 

Politics, of course, has nothing to do with the 
FCC's need for more funds. The sole issue there 
is the advancement of television. But a Republi- 
can Administration should want a Republican- 
controlled agency to make the best record pos- 
sible in bringing a new service to the people. 
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Indecision and Its Cause 

A psychiatrist was complaining the other 
night that we Americans are becoming a nation 
of split personalities, that we are more and 
more of two minds about things, and that maybe 
politics is at the root of this uncertainty. We 
are ready to agree with him about the uncer- 
tainty, but not about its cause. The blame lies 
not with politics but with travel posters. 

These posters have become the most ubiqui- 
tous and disturbing feature of modern life. At 
almost every turn, you are confronted by the 
most seductive invitations to get away from 
where you happen to be, to get away by luxuri- 
ous ship or fast plane or dependable train. But 
there is no agreement at all as to where you 
should go: Britain for the coronation, France 
for a look at the Loire country or sun-basking 
on the Riviera, Italy for history and culture. 
Rio or Havana? Sun Valley or Key West? 

The rotation of the seasons feeds the inde- 
cision. Maine or Wisconsin? Michigan or Colo- 
rado? The St. Lawrence or the Canadian 
Rockies? Lake Champlain or Yellowstone? 
Mountain and ski slope or forest and stream? 
Cactus and sand or sea and surf? Fifth Ave- 
nue and shops or palms and cabanas? 

There is only one common feature to all these 
enticing and confusing blandishments. The ad- 
vertising artists have illustrated all of them 
with the most glamorous women—mostly bath- 
ing beauties—their brushes and ‘imaginations 
could create. These ravishing figures, whose 
beauty never walked through an earthly night, 
are well calculated to stir up wanderlust in a 
man, if not in a woman, but their presence on 
beach and in palace, on dude ranch and on 
mountain slope resolves no indecision, answers 
no questions of where to go and how. 

Fortunately or unfortunately—we leave the 
choice of the adverb to the psychiatrist above— 
these questions are academic for most once-a- 
year vacationers. When the time comes, we 
will get the family into the old car and start 
for the Lake of the Ozarks. And we can curb 
any impatience for the holiday to come by recol- 
lection of holidays past—and their chigger-bites. 
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‘ Marking Time on Home Defense 

Introduction of a bill in the Missouri Legisla- 
ture to extend the state’s civil defense program 
indefinitely means, we hope, that Gov. Donnelly 
is at last moving ahead on this vital front. The 
bill was introduced at the Governor’s urging 
by both Democratic and Republican floor 
leaders of the Senate. 

A second and a third step, also of primary 
importance, remain to be taken. They are the 
appropriation of enough funds to do something 
approaching an adequate job, and the appoint- 
ment of a permanent director to succeed Ralph 
W. Hammond, resigned. 

Gov. Donnelly’s appointment of a director on 
a temporary basis to succeed Mr. Hammond pre- 
sumably means he is having difficulty finding a 
suitable person to serve permanently. He can- 
not too quickly make that permanent choice, 
for until it is made civil defense, as a state func- 
tion, will be only marking time. 

Almost anyone appointed to this office will 
have to learn his job from the ground up. 
Mr. Hammond’s resignation washed out two 
and a half years of experience, Gov. Don- 
nelly’s temporary appointee, former State Repre- 
sentative Arthur S. McDaniel, a 62-year-old re- 
tired furniture dealer from Senath, will not 
have an opportunity to learn very much in a 
temporary tenure, and that little will be lost 
when a permanent appointment is made. 
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Eight Lanes of Concrete 

Visions of eight lanes of spanking new con- 
crete linking Gravois and Natural Bridge via 
Third street are moving into sharp focus. And 
one of these days they will be visions no longer. 
They will be hard reality, a great highway, 100 
feet wide, that will wind around the eastern end 
* of downtown St. Louis. 

Construction is already under way on the 
highway’s south leg, running from Twelfth and 
Gravois to Third and Washington. It is an 
$11,000,000 project, of which the city’s share for 
right-of-way was only $1,268,887, construction 
costs being shared by the state and federal 
governments. For St. Louis, it is a highway at 
a bargain price. 

Before adjourning the Board of Aldermen 
appropriated $1,500,000 toward the city’s share 
of the cost of acquiring right-of-way for the north 
leg, from Third and Washington to Thirteenth 
and Mullanphy. By that welcome action the 
aldermen all but nailed down $13,000,000 in 
state and federal money for construction. 

Eventually the Third street project will link 
up with the proposed Ozark Expressway on the 
south and the Mark Twain on the north—but 
that is another vision. Even on its own, the 
Third street highway ought to lessen materially 
the curse of downtown traffic congestion.

An act of 
ngress for the same purpose had pre- 
viously been held unconstitutional in a low- 
er court. But Justice Holmes was careful 
to point out in the opinion upholding the 
statute which gave effect to the migratory 
bird treaty that the power to make treaties 
is not ted. “The treaty in question,” 
he wrote, “does not contravene any pro- 
hibitory words in the Constitution.” 


Still more licit is the court’s opinion 
in Geofroy v. gs (1890), when it upheld 
the right of a French citizen to inherit 
land in the District of Columbia under the 
Treaty of 1853. In explaining the scope 
of the treaty power the court observed: 

“It would not be contended that it ex- 
tends so far as to authorize what the Con- 
stitution forbids, or a change in the char- 
acter of the Government...” 


Restraints on Treaty Power 


Instead of being unlimited, the treaty 
power is circumscribed by some of the 
severest restraints known to our check-and- 
balance system. If the President should 
ever violate his oath by sponsoring a treaty 
in conflict with the Bill of Rights, it could 
be voted down by one-third plus one of 
the Senate. Should the Senate be tricked 
or intimidated, the offensive treaty could 
be upset by the Supreme Court. And even 
if a majority of the Supreme Court should 
succumb to the of some new and 
subversive internationalism, Congress could 
nullify the treaty overnight, so far as any 
domestic repercussions might be con- 
cerned, by passing a simple resolution. 

The “menacing loophole” in the Consti- 
tution that the re talk about, 
therefore, simply does not exist. 


It is readily apparent from the resolu- 


tion itself, moreover, that Senator Bricker 


is not merely trying to keep the treaty 
power in its traditional groove, Section 2 
would create a no man’s land in which the 
treaty power could not operate. This it 
would do by outlawing any treaty permit- 
ting a foreign power or international or- 
ganization “to supervise, control, or adjudi- 
cate” constitutional rights of American citi- 
zens within the United States “or any other 
matter essentially within the domestic 
jurisdiction of the United States.” 


Provision Defeated in 1787 


No one knows precisely what is meant 
by the latter phrase. Presumably it forbids 
American — soem in the International 
Mon e International Telecom- 
muni ns gi the World Health Or- 
ganization, and all similar agencies 
taining some degree of supervision over 
activities that are usually left to domestic 
regulation. The language strongly suggests 
also that international control of atomic 
energy would be placed beyond the reach 
of the treaty power.

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REUTHER URGES 
ACTION TO AVERT 
PEACE’ SLUMP 


CIO Head Asks Eisen- 
hower to Call ‘Full-Em- 
ployment’ Parley to 
Make ‘Bold Plans.’ 


WASHINGTON, April 7 (AP)— 
‘CIO President Walter P. Reuther 
‘has urged President Eisenhower 
to call a “full employment - full 
production” conference to pre- 
vent a slump as an outgrowth of 
Communist peace overtures. 


Decrying Wall Street jitters 
over the big shift in Soviet rela- 
tions with the western world, 
Reuther said yesterday in a letter 
to the President: 

“It is fantastic and inhuman 
that.in Wall Street and elsewhere 
men should be afraid that ‘peace 
will. break out’ and depression 
will follow. 

“As rational human beings, we 
need to. take counsel, think, talk 
and act responsibly ‘and quickly 


to replace fear with practical by 


plans and confidence that such 
plans can and will be carried into 
effect. p 
Peacetime Opportuntfties. 

‘“At moments in history such as 
this, bold plans, quick decisions 
and actions turn dangers into db- 
portunities and open the way to 
great advances. This is not a time 
to relax, to be either over-confi- 
dent or panicky with fear of so- 
called overproduction.” 

Reuther’s letter to the Presi- 
dent came after another day of 
sharp setbacks on the New York 
Stock Exchange, the latest in a 
series that began with Moscow’s 
recent peace overtures. 

Wall Street experts say the 
drop in some stocks is generally 
the result of belief that better 
relations with Russia might bring 
a sharp cutback in defense 
spending. 

Depression ‘Unnecessary.’ 

Declaring that a depression is 
“wholly unnecessary,” Reuther 
wrote Eisenhower: 

“We urge you to call a broadly 
representative conference at the 
earliest possible date to draft a 
worksheet for full production and 
full employment. 

“Recent reactions in the Con- 
gress and in Wall Street to ap- 
parent changes in Communist 
policy in Korea, Germany and 
elsewhere give added urgency to 
the need for adequate and timely 
planning for the transition of our 
American economy from peak de- 
fense production to sustained 
civilian production at levels that 
will continue to provide full em- 
ployment in the critical months 


and years ahead. 


‘Flirting With Disaster.’ 

“Everyone hopes the Kremlin’s 
proposals turn out to be sincere 

d backed up by tangible action 
tha t will bring peace to the 
world,” Reuther continued, “but 
th relax our defense effort pre- 
thaturely, as proposed last week 
ly Representative Taber (Rep.), 
New York, in his reckless recom- 
mendation of an immediate 
$12,500,000,000 budget cut, would 
be flirting with disaster.” 

Administration spokesmen, led 
ly Secretary of State Dulles, have 
emphasized that the United States 
must keep its guard up at least 
until Russia’s peaceful words are 
backed by deeds. Many congres- 
sional leaders have echoed that 
view. 

‘Reuther went on to say that a 
depression can be avoided “but 
not by leaving the outcome to 
chafice.” 

“There are enough unmet needs 
within the United States and 
among the free peoples of the 
world to provide full production 
arid full employment at steadily 
rising standards of living for at 
least the next quarter of a cen- 
tury,” he said.

Biddle Urges Probe of McCarthy; 
Senator Calls It ‘Criminal Libel’ 


A.D.A. Chairman Calls on Brownell to Inves- 


tigate Possible Law Violations in 
Handling of Anti-Red Funds. 


WASHINGTON, April 7 (AP)— 
Former Attorney General Francis 
Biddle last night demanded a Jus- 
tice Department investigation of 
Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin, and McCarthy replied: “Crim- 
inal libel.” 

Biddle, a Democrat who strved 
in the Franklin D. Roosevelt Ad- 
ministration, called on Attorney 
General Brownell to investigate 
whether McCarthy committed 
embezzlement or mail fraud in 
handling funds donated to him to 
fight Communism, and whether 
the Senator had committed other 
crimes including bribery and 
conspiracy. Biddle refraind from 

making direct accusations. 

In that he-was like the Senate 
privileges and elections subcom- 
mittee which had raised questions 
in an official report last Jan. 2 
about McCarthy's use of funds 
donated to help his anti-Red 
drive. 

The Justiee Department said 
the subcommittee’s questions 
about any possible wrongdoing 
McCarthy are “still under 
active consideration in the crim- 
inal division,” 

Biddle signed the letter to 
Brownell as national chairman of 
Americans for Democratic Action. 
Robert R. Nathan, chairman of 
A.D.A.’s executive committee, 
was co-signer. They made the 
letter public. 

McCarthy’s. Reply. 

“Normally,” McCarthy flung 
back in a statement, “I would 
call Biddle’s case to the atten- 
tion of the United States attor- 
ney or the Attorney General for 
indictment for criminal libel. 
However, he and his crowd of 
Communist defenders may even 
be doing me a favor by this 
libelous attack. Besides, I am 
too busy with work of much 
greater importance than to take 
time out to waste it on a man 
who has been as thoroughly dis- 
credited and who is as well known 
for what he is as Biddle.” 

The Biddle-Nathan letter con- 
cerned questions raised by the 
subcommittee in a unanimous re- 
port by the two Democrats and 
one Republican. who composed 
its membership last January.

Mental Illness 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


ACK of understanding and false ideas about mental ill- 
nes are preventing the wider application of useful psy- 
chiatric treatment. These ideas are that mental illness is 
permanent, a sign of weakness, and, consequently, disgraceful. 
As long as such false attitudes exist, adequate treatment 
facilities will not be provided, and people will continue ‘to 
let their own personalities sicken without seeking help. 
Most people fear what they do not understand. And 


yet, is a sick personality so terribly different from a sick 
stomach?

PERHAPS MENTAL ILLNESS is as poor a term as in- 
sanity. We all have a normal dread of afflictions of the mind. 

Better and more descriptive terms would be emotional 
illness or personality sickness. That would at once remove 
the mind from your attention and you could concentrate 
properly upon the actual seat of the trouble. 

Any one of us may become mentally i] or emotionally 
sick. If that illness is treated as promptly as are most other 
diseases, then there is about an 80 per cent chance for com- 
plete recovery. If it isn’t treated promptly, by a psychiatrist 
in co-operation with the family doctor, cure takes longer and 
eventually may not be possible. 

Though mental illness is really complex, it is helpful to 
think of it as a sort of fuse-blowing somewhere in the ner- 
vous system. When your household electric fuses blow out, 
you don’t junk all your electrical equipment. You just look 
for the short circuit, fix it, put in another fuse, and every- 

works as well as it ever did. 

Why, then discard human beings in a similar situation— 
people with blown fuses? Yet, that is precisely what is 
done when they are put away for custodial care, rather than 
given active treatment.

PSYCHIATRIC TREATMENT looks for the cause of the 
mental fuse-blowing (and in these cases the short circuit 
may be a seemingly unsolvable situation, or hidden feelings 
of guilt). The psychiatric treatment then helps the patient 
rebuild his mental fuses so that he can function normally 
again. 

ng man and every woman has a limit of adaptation to 
stress. These limits are often determined in early life, just as 
the size of household fuses is fixed when the house is built. 

Is the puncture of a tire by a nail disgraceful? Do you 
regard that tire as of inferior materials? Or do you recog- 
nize that some nails may puncture any tire? So it is with 
humans, except that the personality-damaging nails are words 
and situations and such emotions as fear, despair, guilt, 
and anger. . 

As long as you regard mental illness as a permanent 
sign of weakness, as something to hide and con- 
and talk or think about, just so long will even the 
present possible treatment be neglected. Just so long will 
the mentally ill continue to need better hospitals, better 
and higher paid attendants, and more psy- 
chiatrists for active treatment.

On outside work about the most 


to remove large 
amounts of old paint is to first 
soften it up. with heat. This makes 
it relatively. easy to remove with 
a broad paint scraper. 

The feat can be applied by sev- 
eral methods. M professional 
painters. prefer to use a blow 
- torch because it’s convenient, in- 

expensive to operate, can be used 
in any location and they are used 
to working with it. 
The trick in using a blow torch 
. ta soften t is to regulate the 
flame 80 that it is red or yellow 
rather than blue which is both 
too hot and too concentrated. The 
torch should always be held so 
that the flame points down as 
» this prevents the flame getting in 


under shingles or siding and caus- 
ing a fire. Care must be taken, 
of course, to be sure that there 
are no highly inflammable ob- 
jects about when using a blow 
torch. 

Electric paint removers work on 
the same principal as a blow torch 
but 7 are we on ne yd safer, 
especially in the hands of an ama- 
teur. They combine a heating ele- 
ment with a scraper and when 
moved slowly across the surface 
melt and then scrape away the 
softened paint. They are not ex- 
pensive and the main drawhack is 
that one must have a cord of suf- 
ficient length to reach from the 
nearest outlet to the paint that is 
to be removed. 

Liquid paint removers can also 
be used for outside work and are 
effective but if the area to be 
treated is large it becomes a rath- 
er expensive venture.

And not only fathers. For not only are the thoughts of 


childhood long, long, long thoughts, according to some, but the 
books of childhood are often long, long books. If you ean finish 
up your required reading a little ahead of schedule merely 
by skipping a page now and then, why not? 

You may get away with it if the child to whom you are 
reading is only two, If he is 24% to 342, your chances are 
less good.

FOR TO THE CHILD OF THESE AGES, the most impor- 
tant thing about the reading may be that it should be always 
exactly the same. No page skipped. Certainly not! Not even 
a word changed or left out.

On the other end of 
weather scale is the bleak, gray, 
rainy day; the monotonous fall 
of rain, hour after hour; the 
dreariness, the dampness, the 
chilliness. We are drowzy, dul 
irritable, depressed. Does any- 
body sing in the bathtub on such 
a day? 

Physically, weather can give 
you a headache or a heart pal- 
pitation. It can send you to the 
hospital with appendicitis. On a 
mental side, weather can inter- 
fere with your speed in adding 
up income tax returns. It can 
set off a crime wave, major or 
minor. It can raise or lower your 


Q. 

Weather enters info practically 
every important activity in your 
life. For, as human beings, we 
are not much more immune to 
weather than flowers that come 
to life in the spring or the trees 
that shed their le-ves in the fall. 

All of us have off days, for 
example, when everything we do 
seems predestined to go wrong. 
We spill our coffee at breakfast, 
misplace an important letter that 
must be answered immediately, 
tangle with a snappy waitress at 
lunchtime. 

And it doesn’t end there. The 

afternoon follows the same con- 
fusing pattern. 
. ‘There’s an impressive amount 
of evidence to show that off days 
are more apt to occur when the 
barometric pressure is low and 
“still falling” than at any other 
time. 

Barometric pressure is the 
pressure exerted by the weight of 
the atmosphere on the earth’s 
surface. It is invariably low be- 
fore a storm breaks, when the 
winds are beginning to blow up, 
the temperature is shifting, the 
humidity increasing. 

These are the‘times when there 
are more fainting spells in the 
general population, more insom- 
nia and general _ restlessnéss, 
more attempts at suicide, more 
industrial and traffic accidents. 

These are the times when peo- 
ple tend to be on edge, irritable, 
nervous; when children go on 
sudden rampages of vandalism; 
when animals fight among them- 


selves and snap indiscriminately. 


at friend and stranger alike. 
According to the records of a 
lost-and-found office, there are 
more packages left in busses and 
trolleys, more gloves and um- 
brellas forgotten in movie houses. 

The records of a city dog 
pound show that there are more 


pick-ups before a siege of bad - 


weather; dogs seem to stray from 
their homes more readily and 
wander aimlessly through the 
streets. And a still incomplete 
study in prisons shows that more 
rules are broken on low-pressure 
days, and in~ general there is 
more trouble keeping order. 

In the schools, it’s the same 
story. More than 2000 children 
were studied in public schools, 
and their deportment records 
showed that they misbehaved 
most often and most presistently 
on muggy days preceding a 
storm. 

In fact, when a chart of de- 
merits was compared with a chart 
of pressure changes, it was clear 
that low-barometer days were 
also demerit days for most of the 
children.

East saw what he was up 
against, but there was no escape.
